office yesterday issued a bulletin de- 
voted to statistics of churches repre- 
senting- all the Catholic bodies which 
liave congregations in 
the 
United 


States. There are tfeven of these com- 
munions, embracing the Koraan Catho- 
lic, the Ureck Catholic (Unionates), in 
union with the holy see; the Russian 
Orthodox, the Greek Orthodox, the Ar- 
menian, the Old Catholic and the Re- 
formed Catholic church. Tho Roman 
Catholic church has congregations in 
every state anil territory in the union, 
including Alaska anil the District of 
Columbia. Tho. United Greek Catho- 
lics are represented in Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, Nuw Jersey und Minnesota; 
the llussian Orthodox Greek church in 
California and Alaska; the Othodox 
Churcli of Greece in Louisiana; tho Ar- 
menian in Massachusetts, New York 
and Rhode Island; tho Old Catholics in 
Wisconsin; the Keloriued (Jatiiolics in 
Now York, Massachusetts1,^ Pennsyl- 
vania and Illinois.

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SYNDICATE: FORKED 


To Look Alter ihe Loane of the UnloB 


Pacific BaUro»d. 


NEW YOBK, Aug. 9.—A director ol 


the Union Pacific, who asked that his 
came be' withheld, said to a United 
Press reporter yesterday that it was 
true that a syndicate hod been formed 
to look after the loans of the road'. He 
said that the only thing- wanted for the 
perfecting of the arrangement was the 
approval of J. Plerpont Morgan, of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. The latter was 
out of town, but was expected to arrive 
here last night or to-day. 
Several 


large banking houses hod signified their 
willingness to co-operate with, the syn- 
dicate. 


The earnings of the road would, dur- 


ing the next year, probably amount to 
$34,000,000, netting $5,000,000 available 
for the payment of the floating debts. 


The action of the syndicate would1 be 


very much like that of the Hank of 
England in the matter of the Baring 
Brothers' complications, with the dif- 
ference that the road would be able to 
hand over to the men who pnt .lip the 
money first-class certificates. All the 
bankB mid trust and financial institu- 
tions are interested. It would be a se- 
rious matter if the Union Pacific had to 
default upon any of its obligations. It 
would do more to depreciate values 
than the gold craze. 


The harvest this year will be a phe^ 


nominally large one, and at the end of 
the year the United Status will have a 
larger balance of gold-.th:m ut any 
time in tho previous history of the 
country. Three hundred,.luUlion dol- 
lars in gold at least ou^hl to be ro- 
oelvcd from Europe. There will be a 
large amount of breadstuffs to sell, 
and Europe must buy them. Union 
Pacific will reap large benefits from the 
great crops. Not the slightest trouble 
was experienced in getting large capi- 
talists to join the syndicate. 


STARTLING INFORMATION. 


A Conspiracy to Deetroy the Two New 


Chilian Ironolada. 


LONDON, Aug. 10.—Startling Informa- 


tion is in possession of the Chilian lega- 
tion in reference to a eonspfe-acy to-de- 
utroy the two Chilian ironclads, Prcsi- 
ilente Pinto and Earrazuriz. It appears 
that the sum of £3,000 was offered to 
rn English maritime officer, in the 
service of the Chilian government, if 
he would undertake to blow up the 
Errazurasiz. 
The offer was rejected 


with indignation. 


\Vhlle the vessel was in the harbor 


of Lisbon, suspicions bodies were seen 
approaching on several occasions at 
night, but 
the 
careful look-out on 


the vessel kept them at bay. There 
was no doubt of purpose to explode the 
vessel at Lisbon. 


While the Presidente Pinto was at 


Toulon a party of men attempted to 
join the crew. They looked so'uulike 
ordinary aailors, two of them being un- 
able to conceal their refinement of man- 
ner, that suspicion was aroused, and 
the l> commander concluded to reject 
them, although in need of men. Proof 
af te'rward came to his knowledge that 
these men had been engaged to sink 
the uhip. 


Thure ia also reason to believe that 


the running aground at Toulon was 
owing to treachery. The commander 
was so convinced of this that he sent a 
report to that effect to Paris. The Er- 
razuria is already safe at sea, and it ia 
understood that the Pinto will soon be 
in position to follow, and that their ar- 
rival in Chili will put an end to the rev- 
olution. 


The London Olerkl' Union. 


LONDON, Aug. 10.—The recently- 


formed imion of London clerks made a 
bravo • show in Uyde park yesterday. 
They went there to protest against long 
hours and other grievances. Many 
women marched in the procession, 
which was very respectable in appear- 
ance. 


The places of clerks are so easily 


filled tltat until recently they, were 
afraid to form a union for fear of agen- 
erivl discharge, but learning that they 
had not only the sympathy of the pub- 
lic, but also the good will of many em- 
ployers who were willing to do better 
if all employes were on an equal footing, 
tlie union was formed. The rain bad a 
dampening effect, but the speeches 
•were none the less emphatic as well as 
reasonable.

ASHLAND, AVis., Aug. 9.—A terrible 


cyclone struck this place at four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon,demolishing build- 
Ings and tearing tbicgs up Li^general. 
A heavy rain accompanied it; Hooding 
the streets for hours after. 


At Washburn, across the bay from 


Ashland, the tornado's force waa more 
furious. 
Business blocks were seri- 


ously damaged and seven people In one 
building were slightly injured. Prof. 
Williams' circus waa giving a perform- 
ance; the tents were torn to shreds and 
scores of people were injured, but for- 
tunately only two were killed, George 
Debell and Louis Wilson. The animals 
escaped from tbeir cages and are still 
running wild in the streets.

: Out on the bay half a dozen little 
yachts were moored. They all broke 
away from their fastenings and were 
wrecked upon the shore. Among them 
ia the handsome little Sheeny, which 
won the race a week ago. The total 
damage amounts to $10,000. 


The worst effects of tlie storm were 


experienced at Washburn, on tbe op- 
posite side of the bay. The post office 
building, a frame structure on Main 
street, in which were half a dozen per- 
sons, oollapsed,and caught the inmates in 
what seemed to be a death trap, but by 
a fortunate lodgment of timbers they 
all escaped without injury, except two 
women, one of whom suffered a broken 
leg and the other a contusion of the 
head. 


Half a dozen other buildings are 


badly wrecked. The roof of the Omaha 
elevator was lifted up and dashed into 
the bay, exposing the stock of wheat 
to the rain. Derricks and hoisting en- 
gines at the coal docks were blown 
over and ruined, and many thousands 
of feet of [umber piled in the yards of 
the Bigelow mills were blown into the 
water.

Offlotftl Investigation M to OTOM 


—Bow to Treat It. 


Dr. John Casewell, state veterinarian, 


and Prof. A. H, Baker, state assistant, 
have made an official investigation ot the 
new cattle disease, which has appeared 
in Maoon county and in different p»rte 
ot the state. The State Board ot Live 
Stock Commissioners supplies the BE- 
PCBLIOAS with B copy ot the official cir- 
cular on the subject which is of lively 
interest to ell owners of cattle. The re- 
port embraces the following points: 


SYMPTOMS. 


The disease manifests Itself by the following 


symptoms^ swelling of tbe muzzle, soreness of 
the rnoBth and feet, drying up of. (h« milk (In 
com), logs of apiwtite or Inability to eat, loss of 
cud, rapid loss ot HeBh, soreness of tbe tongue 
two, or three Inches up from the point, and 
sometimes protruding Irom'the mouth, pore ness 
ot the gums and nostrils, more or less discharge 
ot mucous from the nose which coagulates and 
accumulates, partially closing the openings. Ihe 
soreness of the feet and legs seems to be in the 
skin, which Is swollen from the Hoofs upward. 
In bad eases nearly to the body and cracks fn 
transverse fissures at tbe fronts of hocks and 
backs of knees, and the animals are Inclined to 
lie down most of the time, or are disinclined to 
move. At tbe time of the swelling of tuetmnz- 
zle there appear little red dots which spread 
and run together forming brown patches, and 
In this stage, desquamatlon (skin peeling otti 
takes place leaving raw surfaces which heal 
slowly. 


The following evidences of disease are seen on 


post-mortem examination: Extensive Irritation 
ot the lining of the stomachs and bowels, and In 
Dad cases, considerable Inflammation of It. The 
contents of the stomachs aud bowels arn soft, 
from excessive secretion of mucous, which ac- 
counts for the diarrhea seen In many of the 
more severe cases. The other Internal organs 
present no evidences of disease. 


PR011AHLR OAUHK. 


From what observations we have made, It 


seems to us that this disease Is not contagious, 
but due entirely to some acrid substance which 
forms on or within some plant which la taken 
In with the food, for only those parts of itin body 
which come In contact with the food, either be- 
fore or after it Is eaten, are altected. 


TKBATMBNT ADVISED. 


The following treatment, which Is very simple 


seems to have a very beneficial etlect, even se- 
vere cases recovering rapidly: Unseed oil (raw) 
In pint doses, three times a day, until the bowels 
move freely, and for local application, a solu- 
tion of borax, as strong as water will dissolve It, 
three times a day, applied to the mouth and 
nose with a sponge. 


The animals while under treatment should be 


kept under cover and fed on sloppy food." 


The above is published In order that owners 


of cattle affected may avail themselves of tho In- 
formation obtained by the Investigations had, 
and be able to promptly apply the remedy. 
Prompt action on the part of owners, c:u notlc. 
lug the first symptoms ot the trouble, will pre- 
vent any serious loss. The disease appears more 
prevalent among milch cow.i than steers, uut 
the per cent, of fatalities Is not to exceed two 
per cent, of the animals affected. 


The Board expects to pursue Investigations 


further with a view of ascertaining positively. If 
possible, the cause o( tho illsease, aud If dis- 
covered, publication of the fact will bo made.
